To the Editor of the Raw YorK Tn- 


6u»e.—Sui. i?oi' some years paat I 
have beau out off from all participa- 
tion ia public atfu'rs, by a opmbina- 
tion of politicians here and in other 
parts of the country, who have man- 
aged to kefp me without means; and 
during the last eighteen months, to 
have uie confined in the Government 
hospital as an insane person. 
I am 


hela at present, however, it is said, 
only because I have no other sup- 
port, and to this decision of the sn 
perinteudent I am compelled to sub- 
mit. 


The case, I am persuaded, is one 


of the most extraordinary ever enaot- 
ed in this or any other country; be 
ing nothing leas than an attempt to 
commit a murder by indirect means, 
on the part of men in high position, 
for a political object. 
I have re- 


peated ly written to the President; to 
several of the heads of departments, 
particularly that of the Interior, and 
to various members ol Congress; but, 
as yet, without avail. 
Cannot the 


pnople of Kansas—who knew me in 
times past, uiid whom I served as 
their first Representative in Con- 
gress, and in other public capacities 
—do something to restore me to 
liberty? 
They will soon meet ia 


conventions to oonmder the condition 
of the country, and to nominate can- 
didates for Congress and for their 
State Legislature. 
My health is 


good, notwithstanding all that has 
been done against me. 
My princi- 


ples—as they were exemplified in the 
early history of Kansas, and in the 
published proceedings of Congress 
during my term of service—remain 
•unchanged; and I have never cast a 
vote in uny other State, except the 
first of my life, in my native State of 
Maryland. 


Would it not bo becoming in the 


people of Kansas under these cir 
oumstauoes, to take some action in 
my behalf—in behalf of one whoso 
only crime has been un unselfish de- 
votion to others, and to the best in 
tereBts of his country? They at least 
have an opportunity to do so; and 
while su'jli action would (as I cannot 
but believe) be signally to their 
credit, it might i>lso redound gieatly 
to their advantage hereafter. 


It is needless in me to say that 


should iny old friends und former 
constituency see fat to place the seul 
of their approval upon mo, and I 
thereby bs enabled agum to entei 
the Notional Oongiess, I would boai 
myself as I have always tuedtodo, 
vrilli feailesa independence — i»ver 
ready to battlo fur the ug)U—' Diea 
elmo'i di oil'—agmnsSt either personal 
assailant or public ug^iessoi 


I have .addressed a copy of this 


letter to a number of gtntlemon in 
Kauias; inil as you had occasion to 
know something of me in connection 
•with that State, I send it to jou also, 
in the hope that in so doing, I ma_ 
promote tin) object which it has in 
view.

A recent traveler in Palestine was 


astonished by the nnmoer and pres- 
ervation of roads built in the Roman 
era. 
They were all laid out on all 


main routes, and were constructed so 
per'dotlj that in sections they endure 
to day as if finished not long ago 
The country of Palestine was one of 
tho moit difficult soi t to carry a sys- 
tem of roadway over, and yet its ob- 
stacles were surmounted with the 
least expenditure of labor.
